COMMISSION 


C.N.R. Superintendent Gives 
His Evidence Before Last 
Sitting Of Coal Commission 


—_—— 


The coal commission has concluded 
its investigation in Edmonton, and 
the commissioners—Chief Justice Sif- 
ton, Mr. L. Stockett and Mr. Hanson 
~left today for Calgary. 

Charles Carey, superintendent — of 
the C.N.R., was heard yesterday, at 
the final session of the ¢ommission. 

The main features of the evidence 
were ‘that the spur lines applied for 
by the Edmonton Coal Company 
would be put in as soon as material 
was secured, and that he had also re- 
ceived instructions from headquarters 
to construct 175 coal cars. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Carey stated 
that he was superintendent of all 
lines between Kamsack and Edmon- 
ton, with headquarters at the latter 
point. He had been appointed to this 
position on Sept. 1, 1907. 

“The road’s daily consumption of 
coal is about 600 tons, Of this the 
greater part, 450 tons a day, is Ameri- 
can coal bought from the Pittsburg 
Company; the balance was cbtained 
last year from Morinville,” the wit- 
ness stated, ‘We could not get coal 
from the C. P. R., even by sending 
our own cars for it. We then built 
three miles of track at Morinville to 
get at the Morinville Coal Company*s 
coal. This we found suitable for our 
purpose, but from ite nature requires 
a different system of firing from the 


American coal. Hy altering the en- 
vines we arranged satisfactorily ior 
this. 


“This coal we could use on the road 
as far east as Humboldt. From that 
point the Pittsburg coal would suc- 
cessfully compete with it. But if we 
had shipping facilities we could use 
450 tons o day of Alberta coal.” 

The witness testified further that he 
had received instructions from head- 
quarters to build the sidings asked for 
by the Edmonton Coal Conipany, as 
soon as the material required coul.l 
be obtained, , Other spur lines ask- 
ed for could not be built, but in as 
far as he knew:it was not true that 
these sidings had not been built be- 
cnuse C.N.R, officials were interested 
in the Morinville Coal Compeny. 

He had not been personally inter- 
ested in the concern when the siding 
was “put in, but since that time he 
had bought a block of shares, for 
which he paid in the ordinary way. 

Last winter when tho mayors ‘of 
Vegreville, Vermilion and other 
points had wired him that they must 
have coal, witness testified that he 
had detached cars (o supply — their 
needs, He suggested that for next 
winter coal storage warehouses be 
built at points along the line. Coal 
like the Morinville product stood ex- 
posure very well, some of it having 
been out 8 to 9 months. They could 
raise their output at these mines to 
1,000 tons a day when their develop 
ment work is complete. 

If they could get a sufficient sup- 
ply of cars for the transportation, 
they could get all the coal they wish- 
ed in this district. : 

With a concise recommendation to 
the witness from Chief Justice Sifton 
to the effect that it lay with him 
to provide the ears and secure this 
decirable end, the commission closed 
thy examination.

JAPANESE STILL INDIGNANT. 


Over San Francisco Affair—To Retal- 
iate by Boycott. 


Tokio, July 1.—The impression 
growing here that the anti-Japanese 
feeling and demonstrations in San 
Francisco are the outcome of a deep- 
ly-laid plan based upon racial hatred, 
and the recent developments appa- 
rently support this impression, The 
newspapers here which had special 
correspondents of American © nation- 
ality at San Francisco have ceased to 
receive news from them, An explana- 
tion was offered for the discontinu- 
ance of news fdspatches, but the sim- 
pression here is that pressure was 
brought to bear upon the ecorrespond- 
ents in San Francisco not to serve 
the Japanese papers. The fear is @x- 
pressed that the danger point will 
soon be reached, Although war is 
not dreamed of, the mutual feelings 
of good-will and friendship will be 
seriously alienated if prompt meas- 
uves are not taken to allay the gen- 
eral indignation here against the 
latest discrimination in San’ Francis- 
co, which, according to Japanese eon- 
tention, is a flagrant violation oi 
treaty righte. Apparently certain 
measures of retaliation are seriously 
being contemplated by influential 
men in political and business circles. 
Just what action will be taken has 
not yet developed, but a  beycott 
against American goods, it is believ- 
ed, will certainly be one of the steps 
taken,

AROUND WORLD IN JUST 40 DAYS 


Two Qceans and Continent Crossed 
By Means of Canadian System of 
Transport. 


London, July 2.—Lieut.-Col. Burn 
ley Campbell writes to The Times 
that he landed at Dover on June 13, 
after completing a cirele of the world 
in forty days and nineteen and a half 
hours. If he had caught the St. Pet 
ersburg express at Berlin on June 12 
he would have reduced the time by 
several hours. After asking whether 
this is a record for speed around the 
world he gives the following particu- 
lars of his trip. 

He leit Liverpool on May 3 at 7.25 
p.m, by the Canadian Pacific railroad 
steamer. He arrived at Quebee on

WITH THE FAIR CROWDS 


What the Ovening Day Present ed—A Cosmopolitan Gathering 
Peculiar to the West—Many Attractions to Both Amuse 


and Interest Them. 


Kimonton, astir with the life cf 
its affmual exhibition, is a magnet 
this week drawing visitors from ev- 
ery point of the compass and from 
ourene distances. 

The North has sent its representa- 
ivesbreezy, tanned, strong men 
irom Lesser Slave Lake, from the 
Peace River district and many from 
Athabasea Landing. Manitoba has a 
fuir showing at the hotels and on ‘the 
Fair grounds. Northern Saskatche- 
wan, having the C. N. R. this year 
as a means of transport, has turned 
out aosplendid force of sightseers. 

Letabridge and Calgary and most 


of the points between these ambitious 
cities have sent up large numbers, 
keen to see how they do things this 
year at the Capital. Edmonton has 
not been hiding ber light under a 
bushel in 1907, Instead, she has 
been pluming herself considerably, 
and this week she is making good the 
expectations of her visitors. Even on 
the opening day the Fair has doubled 
last year’s figures of 3,313 entrances. 
The site of the Fair grounds is in 
itself an, attraction with the high- 
wooded hills of the river bank rising 
in green beauty at either side, and a 
crisp western breeze blowing down the 
vailey of the Saskatchewan,” Smart 
motors, busses and phaetons crowded 
beside truck-waggons that brought in 
whole families from the country dis- 
tricts, and after midday the steep hill 
roads were lined with people going to 
the Fair. 
Caravans of Waggons Bring Visitors. 
A caravan of truck-waggons—five or 
six of them—-with the boxes _ piled 
high with hay brought in as many 
families from the Lake Ste Anne dis- 
trict. In the old days their fathers 
woul come in by canoe or on ponies 
to a gathering at the old trading post 
making a more picturesque party pro- 


bably, but not one filled with more 
pleasurable anticipation. 
In the poplar grove outside — the 


gates as well as within, hundreds of 
horses, released from the waggons 
were hobbled or picketed while their 
owners enjoyed the delights of the 
Fair. 

The crowded grand stand held thou- 
sands from Edmonton and outlying 
cities; the race-track was lined with 
other hundreds, most of the Indians 
congregating in a grassy viewpoint at 
the north end of the grand stand, 

The Midway of the Fair. 

But it was on the long central ave- 
nue of the grounds that the real in- 
terest of the Fair lay. For this, at 
an Edmonton Fair, is less in the ex- 
hibits than in the wonderful co-ming- 
ling of races evident. It was a mini- 
ature Midway; it rivalled the Pike 
in this respect. 

Galicians in their distinctive attire 
jostled wyith the ruddy cheeked emi- 
yzrants 4eom the British Isles, with the 
alert, independent wWesterner-born, 
with the open-mannered American. 
Indians, negroes, Chinese, smart 


In Exhibition Hall. 

The ground floor of the Exhibition 
Hall held some good exhibits. The 
Brackman-Ker Company's Mills had 
a stall with attractive specimens of 
rolled onts, grouts, pot barley, granu- 
lated and rolled wheat from their own 
mills. 

The Parry-jewellry display was 4 
veritable magnet for the young per- 
sons in airy muslins and rose-bedeck- 
ed hats who eould in nowise resist 
the little brooch of Niagara spar, as 
distinetive a feature of an exhibition 
uimost as a blue or red balloon. 

The Edmonton Beer was there in 
bottled array, proclaiming itself blat- 
antly as the finest beer in the west. 
A really artistic desi#n worked out in 
letters of scorched barley on a ground 
of white barley made an appropriate 
floor for the booth. Beside it. the 
“Davis” sewing machine had a booth 
and quite varied display of machin- 
ery. 

The Old and New Singer. 

Flanking the brewery’s booth | on 
the other side was another stand of 
this very domec‘ic instrument. This 
was the Singer machine familiar to 
the childhood days of this generation 
of Canadians. But on these improved 
Singers all sorts of sewing marvels 
were being done by the man manipu- 
lating them. One machine closes up 
so compactly that it looks like a cab- 
inet’ with many drawers, in no way 
suggesting a sewing-machine. It be- 
speaks the era of smail hemes and 
apartment-houses. a 

The North-West Hotel Supply Com- 
pany has a booth with & full line cf 
the necessaries for hotel offices—cash 
registers, register-books, “numbers, 
keys, tabs, nickel-in-the-slot cigar ma- 
chines et al. 

Martin & Campbell show a wide 
variety of enlarged portraits, their 
booth proving a strong drawing-card 
to people from the outlying districts. 

Disnlay of Cured Meats. 

Williamson’s Wholesale of Cured 
Meats. and = preserved products ot 
meat is the only one of its kind at 
the Fair, and a eredit to Edmonton, 
The display of hams, bacon, sausages 
ete., is well made in a booth that has 
been attractively decorated with the 
natural colors 

The Mason and Risch piano has its 
representative showing here too, and 
it is of interest to learn that this com- 
pany places 40 pianos yearly in this 
district. There are 4 other piano com- 
panies represented in Edmonton, and 
when their output is considered it will 
be seen that Edmonton has the means 
to indulge its musical tastes. 

More Pianos Bought. 

Five years ago this company only 
brought in about four pianos yéarly, 
but times have changed. Some = cf 
their pianos have been taken north 
to the Landing and to Lesser Slave 
Lake.

The first floor of the building 
might be said to be devoted to the 
fine arts—the fine arts of a very young 
country it must be remembered. 

There are good exhibits of portraits 
by Sanderson and Bullem, Tait and 
by Brown. The exhibit of flowers, 
wild and. cultivated, is limited, but 
Mrs. Smith’s pelargoniums and geran- 
iums are handsome flowers, A dish

Bread and Buns and Jellies. 

In the domestic department there is 
a fine showing of loaves and buns, of 
jellies, pickles and cordials. Appro- 
priately near these are the rag-mats 
and patchwork and woven quilts. One 
ot the hooked mats, exhibited by Mrs. 
J. F. MeMillan, carried off a first 
prize deservedly for its fine regular 
stitches, its good design and harmony 
of colors. Yet of all the crowd that 
passed in half an hour only two notic- 
ed it, and these were two smartly- 
dressed young Austrians, 

A Beautiful Exhibit. 

One of the most beautiful exhibits 

in the whole Fair is a small wall- cab- 


inet of carved woodwork, exhibited 
by J. Roedler of Strathcona. This 
excelient bit of workmanship, with 


iis suggestion of Swiss or German 
craft, was flanked by some portrait 
frames, almost equally good. 

Among the paintings a number of 
prizes went to an artist, Frank Yeates 
while a china plate painted with an 
exquisite spray of roseé and exhibited 
by the Convent on Tenth Street, cap- 
tured the first prize. 

Two “Bookies” Are Present. 

Therewas all but a killing Monday 
afternoon, Two bookmakers were lo- 
cated at the south end of the grand 
stand, and the betting public floated 
around with good tips up their sleeves 
The tips proved good too, in all but 
the third race, the 3-4 mile dash and 
in the other three the public gener- 
ally played the winners. If there had 
been no third race there would be ne 
books to-day, Zaza, owned by Eu. 
Davis, of Calgary, and Janeta, owned 
by Harry Cotton, another Calgary 
horseman, divided the betting. The 
public played to win on both these, 
and, in consequence, the public lost. 
It was on this race that the bookies 
recouped themselves for losses on the 
first two harness races and on the 
ponies quarter mile heat. Zaza act- 
ually did win the race but was dis- 
qualified for touling. The judges took 
some time in announcing this and 
thd@e who played this mare were jubi- 
lating in anticipation of cashing in.

The former was 27 men 
strong and under the direction of 
Walter Clarke. There were twenty- 
two members in the Strathcona band 
under the ditection of Bandmaster 
Fred Richards. Both gave excellent 
music, andthe large audience. in the 
grandstand listened with great pleas 
ure to the selections, 

A rabbit, just from the woods, that 
dashed several times up and down 
the track just before the starteof the 
first runnihg race provoked consider 
able amusement. 

A feature of the afternoon just pri- 
or to the commencement of the races 
Was the march past in quarter col- 
umr. of “E” squadron in command 
of Major Thibaudeau. The squadron 
wis 78. strong and the exhibition 
given in their march past the Lieu- 
tenant Governor and party was mucli 
admired, 

A roulette wheel in operation near 
the grandstand was a center of at- 
traction during the afternoon. ‘Lie 
tid Ben Patch wheel” as the lo 
quacious manager termed it was © 
source of lowe to many and of gain 
‘o a few. 

Among the two dozen or more side 
shows the one termed the Great 
Letepha which consisted of dancing 
girls and an entertaining clown drew 
the largest number of spectators. 

To the lover of fiowers there was no 
more interesting portion of the show 
than the exhibit of W. KE. Ramsay. 
His small hothouse, a short distance 
from the main entrance, was filled 
with beautiful samples from his 
Kleventh street conservatories which 
were a source of pleasure to many 
visitors at the fair, especially the la- 
dies. 

Farm Machinery.
